Paris, Feb. 24. — While the .supreme 


war council has not discussed the dis- 
position of surrendered German war- 
chips the naval exports of the council 
have studied the subject, British and 
American officers agreeing, that the 
proper solution of. the question will be 
to sink them in deep water. 


French and Italian officers do not 


take this view and if the experts do 
not soon reach an agreement the mat- 
ter may be. taken up directly by the 
uupr.eme war council. 


The British navy has captured the 


greatest 
number of German vessels 


taken during the war, and the British 
delegates feel they have a greater in- 
terest in the determination of the ques- 
tion and they have the .weight of the 
opjnlon of American experts with them. 
There are 74 German warships, aggre- 
gating half a million tons, or an esti- 
mated bidding cost of $200,000,000, at 
Scapa Flow. These naval vessels can- 
not be used profitably in commerce, are 
too heavily engined, and have no cargo 
space, a fact which has been proved. 
It has also been demonstrated by Amer- 
ican wreckers that naval vessels can- 
not be broken up at a profit. 
The Italian 
government claims to 


have broken up the famous old battle- 
ship Duello at a profit, but "no one else 
has been able to do as well. The tur- 
rets and side armor plates could not be 
litilized excepting at great expense, and 
even the boilers and engines would be 
unsuitable for commercial uses. 
It is 


pointed -out that it would be possible to 
detach the navigating instruments and 
much brass work, which would be done 
in any case but the recommendation of 
British and American experts is that 
the hulls should be sunk: . . 
' 


One naval expert of the peace com- 
mission" -said;, today there were import- 
ant naval reasons for 'complete 'destruc- 
tion of the German ships. It had been 
suggested that they should be distribut- 
ed among the entente powers in pro- 
portion to the wartime losses sustain- 
ed by each. On that basis the Ameri- 
-can share would lie absurdly small. 
Then, he said, the distribution might 
involve disagreements and leave bad 
feeling between the po>vers and also 
provoke an enlargement, of ' rival build- 
ing programs at great expense. At the 
same time tlte German ships would not 
lit into any of the entente navies.

he was to deliver his only address, of 
the day, seats but 7,000 persons, and 
all the tickets for the meeting were al- 
lotted several days ago. 
Buildings' all 


along the route of the parade were 
ablaze with flags and bunting and rec- 
og-nltlon" of ttie international character 
of the President's recent activities was 
shown in the frequent display of flags 
>vith nations which were allied with the 
L'nite'd States in the war. 


The great steamer, George Washing- 


ton, on which the President and his 
party made the voyage 
from Brest, 


dropped anchor off Quarantine shortly 
after dark last night. 
The most -ex.-- 


citing- 
moments of the trip came on 


Sunday afternoon when it was sudden- 
ly discovered that the steamer, runnihij 
through a dense fog, was headed di- 
rectly for .Thatcher's Island, off Cape 
Ann. 
It was the destroyer Harding.
